Hotel Register Serves to Show Who the
Woman Was and Police Are Now
Looking for the Man Whe
Passed as Her Husband.

Denver, Dec. 27.—The News today
says: Bessle Bouton, believed to be
the young woman who was found on
Cutler mountaln with a bullet in her
brain and her face burned beyoml rec-
ognition, was n guest at the Albany
hotel in this city from May 2 to July
13. This has been established by the
hotel register.

She was accompanied by a man and
the couple registered as G. Boulon
and wife. Bouton became a familiar
figure at aporting resorts and when he
left Denver, some time in August, he
told his intimates that he was going
to Syracuse, N. Y.

The woman who knew the Boutonn
best was Mrs., Mary Madison, a maid
al the Albany. Mrs, Bouton told Mra
Madison that her folks cume from Ger-
many; that ber parents lived In Syra-
cuse, N, Y. and that her maiden name
was Kamter,

Clerk Doty of the Albany, in speak-
Ing of the Boutons, sahl:

“Bouton sald they were from New
Orleans and they registered from there.
The description of the murdered wo-
man fits well with Mrs, Bouton, thers
being no real points of dissimilarity
that I can now detect. During their
stay at the Albany Mrs. Bouton told
me her mother was sick and that she
must go back to Syracuse. He objected
and they quarreled. but finally they
compromised by sending a package t
Syracuse.”

He had the following tc
say: “When 1 saw that the mur
dered woman's name was Bouton, I af
once read the deseription given of had
for 1 remembered two patients of that
pname whom [ treated at the Albans
hotel last summer.

This wo-
man has a good set of teeth, but there
was much gold filling in them.”

All describe Bouton as a tall and
muscular appearing man.

in the Indictment. It is thought, how-
ever, the government will attempt to
prove entry on the land the govern-
ment  belleves it was defrauded of.

Mr. Heney declares that the reguest
f# 1 most extronordinary one, and gives
it to be undersiood that it will not be
his policy to glve to the senior senator
anything more in the nature of privil-
eges before the grand pury than would
be accorded any other citizen of the
United States In a similar situation.

It Is regarded as probable that the
diverging views of the two officials
with reference to the rights or privil-
eges claimed by the senator may lead
to axtraordinary developments,

It was the original plan of Benator
Mitchell to appear before the grand
Jury this afternoon, but he has changed
his mind, and Instead of appearing to
testify has made the request stated in
the foregoing.

Mr, Heney says it is within the prov-
ince of the grand jury to grant the re-
quest of the senator If It shall see fit
to do mo, hut he personally sees no
reason why he should be accorded more
privileges than the humblest cltizen In
the land. Mr. Heney appearsd sur-
prised at the new turn of affalrs, and
#ald that he had all along been pre-
pared o accord Senator Mitchell the
right to appear before the grand jury
a8 soon as he arrived, according to a
dealre expressed In the following tele-
